Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1894. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  in  1893  was  2270, 
and  the  area  of  the  said  District  is  4941  statute  acres. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  having  occurred  in 
the  District  during  the  past  year  was  34  from  all  causes,  and  out 
of  this  number  2  occurred  at  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  and  another 
was  that  of  a  visitor  to  the  District;  thus  leaving  only  31  deaths 
as  having  occurred  amongst  the  residential  population. 

The  death  rate  per  1000  of  the  population,  including  visitors, 
would  be  at  the  rate  of  14 '9,  and  13 ’6  amongst  the  residential 
population. 

For  the  sake  of  comparison,  I  append  a  table  of  the  death- 
rate  of  the  district  per  1000  for  the  last  5  years:

The  Zymotic  death-rate  or  death-rate  from  Infectious  Diseases 
was  o-8  per  1000,  and  this  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
Zymotic  death-rates  for  1893  and  1892,  which  were  1*3  and  2-6 
respectively.

The  number  of  births  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the 
District  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1894,  was  72,  of 
which  number  38  were  males  and  34  females. 

The  birth-rate  per  1000  of  the  population  would  be  317  as 
compared  with  33- 4,  which  was  the  birth-rate  per  1000  for  1893, 
and  26  the  birth-rate  per  1000  for  1892. 

In  commenting  upon  the  above  statements  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  the  general  death  rate  remains  nearly  as  low  as  it 
was  for  the  year  1893,  and  much  lower  than  that  for  the  year 
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1892.  Another  very  satisfactory  item  is  the  diminution  of  the 
Zymotic  death-rate,  or  death-rate  from  Infectious  Diseases;  this 
has  fallen  to  o*8  per  1000  for  the  year  1894,  as  compared  with  1*3 
and  2  ‘6,  the  Zymotic  death-rate  for  the  years  1893  and  1892  res¬ 
pectively.  No  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  has 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  and  only  one  case  of  the  former 
disease  was  reported  to  me  during  the  past  year,  and  none  of  the 
latter. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles,  of  a  rather  severe  type,  and  causing 
two  deaths,  occured  in  the  District  during  the  autumn,  and  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  close  all  the  Schools  in  the  District  from 
September  24th  to  October  22nd,  1894.  The  infant  school  at 
Two  Dales  was  further  closed  from  November  12th,  1894,  to 
January  7th,  1895.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  disease  had 
entirely  disappeared  from  the  District  This  disease  is  not  at 
present  scheduled  in  the  “  Notification  Act,”  but  the  local  sanitary 
authorities  have  the  power  to  pass  a  resolution  making  the 
notification  compulsory  in  their  respective  districts,  and  I  think  it 
is  very  desirable  that  the  notification  of  measles  should  be  made 
compulsory  as  it  is  a  disease  which  materially  affects  infant  mortality, 
and  besides  which,  it  is  very  infectious. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  I  was  not  aware  of  any  infectious 
diseases  existing  within  the  District. 

Various  sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  by  your 
officers  during  the  past  year,  a  detailed  list  of  which  appears  on  a 
form  attached  to  the  end  of  this  report.  I  have  myself  repeatedly 
visited  every  part  of  the  District  during  the  past  year. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  dated  February  28th,  1894,  I 
pointed  out  that  the  most  urgent  sanitary  requirements  of  your 
District  were : 

(a)  An  adequate  supply  of  unpolluted  water  for  domestic 
purposes  to  those  portions  of  the  District  which  were  not  already 
supplied  with  it. 

(b)  The  provision  of  a  suitable  building  for  the  isolation  of 
infectious  diseases,  and  in  this  connection  I  would  like  to  bring 
under  your  notice  the  facilities  which  the  County  Council  offer  to 
assist  in  the  formation  of  these  very  desirable  and  necessary 
institutions. 

The  County  Council  advise  that  several  sanitary  authorities 
should  combine,  and  erect  and  maintain  a  joint  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  infectious  diseases,  and  the  terms  they  are  prepared 
to  offer  are  the  following:  To  give  a  grant  of  one-fifth  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  joint  Isolation  Hospitals  as  long  as  the  cost  does. 
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not  exceed  £200  per  bed,  the  number  of  beds  does  not  exceed 
1  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  the  contribution  given  is  not 
more  than  £3  6s.  per  £1000  of  the  rateable  value  of  the  District, 
estimated  on  the  basis  of  the  County  rate. 

I  append  the  printed  mortality  returns,  and  the  returns  of 
infectious  diseases  as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board.
